an im portant part in the movement 
started b y the fish and game depart­ 
ment of the state agricu ltu ral com 
mission to prevent the threatened ex­ 
tinction of 
pheasants 
in the 
state 
Thu rsday , the commission received a 
large consignm ent of eggs of pheas 
ants of several varieties from dealers 
in other states and these eggs 
are 
now b eing sent to farm ers in differ­ 
ent parts of the « tate to b e hatched 
ou t b y hens in their own b arny ards 
.Mongolian, English 
ring-necks 
and 
Chinese pheasants 
are 
the 
kinds 
which will b e hatched ou t. .The liens 
will proceed on the theory that they 
are hatching ou t their 
own 
b roods 
and will b e none tin* wiser u nt.l the 
b ab y pheasant* em erge from the siieli 
and b egin to ru n ar mu d and do a lit­ 
tle fly ing. 
As soon as they can learn 
to fly properly , which accomplishment 
they pick tiii within a few day s, the 
pheasants will leave their foster moth­ 
er and take to the woods and fields. 
(The state has 
made 
arrangem ents 
with a large nu m b er of farm eis to 
look after the hatching of the eggs 
They will send reports to the com­ 
mission regu larly , advising as to the 
su ccess of the hatching experiment 
The plan of having liens hatch ou t 
these eggs has worked well in other 
states.

which has popularly been supposed 
to confine its ravages to fruit trees 
and especially to apples and pears, is 
the belief of tiom er Silver, who found 
very much to his surprise, that the 
cale has practically 
covered 
the 
limbs of a hne ash tree on his u n 
coin avenue property. 
The most effective means found of 
k illing the scale i8 the application of 
a lime-sulphur spray, but inasmuch as 
the spray k ills all foliage which 
f 
touches, the work must be done be 
fore the leaves 
appear, hence 
the 
statute which provides that all spray 
ing must be done before April 1. »-Mr 
Silver is not disposed, however 
,to 
allow the scale to continue its ravages 
and will 
have a 
man 
paint 
the 
branches with the solution, 
tak ing 
care not to injure the foliage. 
Specimen branches and pieces ot 
bark , literally covered with the sc ale 
In different stages of growth, have 
been sent to the Ohio agricultural ex­ 
periment station at Wooster, for the 
information of the experts there. .The 
insect scale was first introduced into 
the country through San Jose. Cal.. 
hence its name. 
With many 
other 
owners of fruit trees, Mr. Silver had 
sprayed 
his 
orchard, 
but 
never 
thought that his shade trees are lik e­ 
wise menaced by the 
scale 
until 
discovering the condition of the ash.
